GOP Claims the Credit 
Where Credit’sNot Due 


One of the ironies of the current po- 
litical campaign is the brazen way the 
Republicans have pirated the New Deal 
and Fair Deal objectives as their own. 

Regardless of how they may have 
conducted themselves in Congress or in 
the administration, GOP candidates 


‘bravely profess themselves as being in 


favor of more and better social reforms. 

An example is found in an excerpt 
from one of President Eisenhower’s West-. 
ern speeches. “Your government,” he 
said, “presses forward its attack on 
slums and blighted neighborhoods.” In- 
deed! ! 

The attack on slums and blighted 
neighborhoods under the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration has slowed to a snail’s pace. 
Even the President’s limited recommenda- 
tions were reduced to a nonentity by his 
own party in Congress. While some of 
the reductions were restored by the Dem- 
ocrats last year, the program still is in- 
adequate to the nation’s needs. 

Other achievements which the GOP 
claims credit for—raising the minimum 
wage, improvements in the Social Se- 
curity program, conservation of re- 
sources—were accomplished despite the 
opposition of the President and most of 
his party in Congress.

U.S. Population Shifts 
As Opportunity Beckons 


Two features of American life stand 
out in the latest census report in the past 
five years. 

Our birth rate still is increasing. 

And our people keep moving. 

But Georgia, while gaining 217,000 in 
the past five years, a percentage gain of 
6.3 per cent, lost out in proportionate 
increase, dropping from 13th to 14th 
place in the list of states by population. 
Georgia now has, as of last July, 3,662,000 
residents. But Wisconsin moved ahead, 
taking over the 13th place. 

Florida led the Southeastern states in 
percentage growth. Her population in- 
creased in the five-year period from 2,- 
771,305 to 3,580,000, a gain of 29.2 per 
cent, 

While other Southeastern states had 
small percentage gains, only Mississippi 
and Arkansas showed losses. 

California led in total growth with a 
startling gain of 2,374,000 or 22.4 per 
cent in five years. Another Western state, 
Nevada, had the largest percentage gain, 
an astonishing 47.1 per cent. 

The 10 largest states, New York, Cali- 
fornia, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Ohio, Texas, 
Michigan, New Jersey, Massachusetts and 
North Carolina, all held their relative po- 
sitions. Indiana advanced to llth place 
over Missouri.

Horse and Buggy Era Laws 
Limit Campaign Expenses 


Those. of Georgia are not the only election campaign spending 


laws in crying need of revision. 


Those of the United States are 


equally outmoded and impractical. The first and only thorough- 
going revision of Congress’ initial legislation on the subject took place 


more than 30 years ago. 

The Federal Corrupt Practices 
Act of 1925 is still the basic statute 
regulating the financial aspects of 
campaigns for the presidency and 
for seats in Congress. 

In 1940 the Hatch Act, the “‘clean 
politics’ law, forbade any individ- 
ual to contribute more than $5,000 
a year to a candidate for federal 
office or more than $5,000 a year 
to a political committee other than 
a state or local committee. 

It also placed a ceiling of three 
million dollars’in a year on ag- 
gregate expenditures by a politi- 
cal committee operating in two or 
more states. 


But viewed as over-all limita- 


tions, the restrictions on campaign 


spending set by the Corrupt Prac- 
tices Act and the Hatch Act were 
unrealistic when they were pre- 
scribed and have been made pro- 
gressively more unrealistic by in- 
creases in population, decreases in 
the value of the dollar and in- 
creasing use of expensive media 
to reach the voting masses. 


According to a Senate survey, 
the two parties together 
spent six million dollars in the 1952 
campaign for radio and television 
time alone. No one knows what 
the total of campaign expenditures 
was four years ago. Rep. Hale 
Boggs, Louisiana Democrat, has 
said that ‘responsible estimates’’ 


& 


ranged from 50 million to 100 mil- 
lion dollars, 

The federal law does place a 
limit on how much a candidate 
may spend himself on his cam- 
paign, but it does not place any 
ceiling on how much may be spent 
in his behalf by groups formed to 
promote his candidacy. 

Late last winter there was a 
brief. flurry of talk in Congress 
about m campaign con- 
trol laws, but, as expected, Con- 
gress adjourned without tangible 
action. 


The Senate leaders of both major 
parties jointly introduced a highly 
desirable corrupt practices bill 


The Johnson-Knowland measure 
would: 

(1) Require a complete account- 
ing of contributions to and spend- 
a by candidates for federal of- 

ce, 

(2) Set realistic spending limits 
that would not invite evasion of 
the law. 

(3) Require bic contributors 
themselves to make a complete re- 
port of their donations. 
‘Incidentally, those principles 
might also serve as an outline for 
a new state campaign spending 
law that we hope will be forth- 
coming from the Georgia Legis- 
lature next January.

WASHINGTON—It must be frustrating for Ad- 
lai Stevenson to enter this presidential campaign

The unanswered and not easily 
answered, question is why—why is 
it that Dwight Eisenhower's pres- 
tige and popularity are so impene- 
trable to all the fire which the 
resourceful Stevenson can aim at 
it?

More Fulton 
Air Samples 


The Fulton County Health De- 
partment has been asked to par- 
ticipate in an expanded air pol- 
lution testing program operated by 
the U. 8, Public Health Service. 

J. W. Lemon, director of the de- 
partment's public health engineer- 
ingf section, said Fulton has been 
participating for the last three 
years in a smaller-scale program. 

A letter on the expanded pro- 
gram from the U. S. Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare 
said that beginning Jan. 1, 1957, 
the expanded program will be put 
into effect to permit participation 
of a larger number of cities. 

“According to our new plan of 
operation, Atlanta is placed in the 
annual sampling category,” the 
letter said. ‘‘This means we would 
like to have Atlanta as a partici- 
pant on a regular basis as long as 
the network continues to function.” 

Lemon explained there is no fed- 
eral fund appropriation involved. 
The gevernment’s national sir 
sampling netwerk supplies the ma- 
terials and pment for the air 
sampling and tests samples col- 
lected by various cities. 

Under the new program, air 
samples will be taken every two 
weeks. 

Early tests under the program 
showed Atlanta under such cities 
as Cincinnati, Kansas City, Port- 
land, Ore. and Anchorage, Alaska, 
but higher than Houston, San 
Francisco and Minneapolis in the 
amount of air pollution.

It is amazing that we should 
have come by such a roundabout 
way to a knowledge of man’s re- 
lationship to work, a relationship 
which was well understood by 
wise individuals hundreds of 
years before us. It was Samuel 
00008 | Johnson, in the 18th century, who 
wrote, “‘Labor, if it were not 
necessary to the existence, would 
be indispensable to the happiness 
of man.”’ 


We have added so many terms 
to the psychiatric lexicon in the 
past two decades that I see no 
harm in adding another. I should 
like to suggest the ‘“‘free-load 
complex’”’ as an addendum to 
the’ nosology. It would apply to 
those individuals who diligently 
avoid all work or semblance of it 
and are so successful at this that 
they eventually become sick. 


Work, even with its irksome- 
ness and unpleasant aspects, is 
a basic need. Man cannot live 
on sugar alone; he must also 
have salt—or die. Nor can he 
live on fun and pleasure; they 
must be leavened by hardship 
and work. Why this should be, 
one must ask the Original De- 
signer. Yet each of us has an 
inner inkling (perhaps the pres- 
ence of the Creator within his cre- 
ation) that work is good for us; 
we know this in the glow we feel 
after a job well done, however 
difficult.

Perhaps now that the era of 
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something for nothing seems to 
be waning, work will come back 
into its own again and more and 
more people will recognize the 
fundamental truth that the only 
real joy one can experience is 
joy which has been earned.

As your work flows into some- 
thing, your love flows along with 
it. The end product becomes your 
very own progeny, and you care 
for it. Have you ever noticed that 
something you make yourself is 
always much better cared for 
than something you buy? 

We tend to be protective, even 
frugal, with these things we care 
about. Let no dog run over the 
garden we have planted our- 
selves. Let no one with muddy 
shoes walk over the floor we have 
just washed. Let no one waste 
the food we have just cooked. It 
is easy to be profligate and 
wasteful with something we our- 
selves have no investment in: we 
do not CARE for it. But when 
our care, which is our love, is 
involved, we become conserv- 
ative indeed.

He said, 
‘Friends, there is a great scar- 
city of water in Karachi. Our 
river wells have gone dry, as you 
all know. You have wasted water 
that could have served one large 
family for a week.’ Like an ac- 
complished teacher he had 
brought home to us a_ lesson 
which could not be easily lost.’’ 


WORSHIP BY WORK 


Jamshed, whose soul had 
greater compass than most of us 
could hope for, had made human- 
ity his work; .that is what he had 
poured himself into, and so it 
was about humanity that he 
cared.
